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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The 
Duveneck et al reference has been carefully considered in light of the claims, as 
amended herein. The claims now require the transmission of optical communication 
signals through the device, as well as a plurality of optical fibers within an optical 
connector on the same side of the substrate as the optical gratings (which is the 
opposite side of the substrate from where the array of photo-transmitters/photo- 
receivers are attached). It is very clear from a study of Duveneck et al that neither of 
these two features are present or possible in that patented structure (and method). 
Duveneck et al is directed to chemical sensing and analyzing, a field that is not remotely 
related to optical communication, so optical communication signals cannot possibly be 
present therein. Also, the only possible arrangement for optical fibers within an optical 
connector in Duveneck et al is for remote placement of the array of photo- 
transmitters/photo-receivers (FIG. 6), so such connector/fiber arrangement is always on 
the opposite side of the substrate from what is specified in applicant's claims. There is 
no suggestion in Duveneck et al or any other prior art of record that would have 
motivated a person of ordinary skill in the art to modify the Duveneck et al device in the 
manner being claimed herein. Claims 1-14 of the present application are thus allowed.
